NEW YORK, May 24—A _ Su- 
preme Court jury today awarded 
$15,000 damages to Miss Katherine 
Leary Bond in the $500,000 breach 
of promise suit against Paul Spen- 
cer Clapp, utilities executive of Co- 
lumbus, O. 

B. M. Webster, counsel for Clapp, 
immediately moved for the setting 
aside of the verdict and a new 


trial. Both motions were denied. 
Webster said an appeal would be 
filed. Clapp declined to comment 
on the outcome of the case. 

The jury deliberated one hour 
and 50 minutes. 

Justice Aaron Steuer told the jur- 
ors they must decide two questions: 
First, was there an agreement that 
Clapp and Miss Bond were to mar- 
ry? and, second, did Miss Bond give 
Clapp any information about her re- 
lations with Horace S. Bond? 

The plaintiff testified that she 
was “intimate” with Bond, whose 
mame she took, but that she told 
Clapp all about it. Clapp denied 
she had told him.

C. Miller, a member of the Federal

banking bill should “never be en- 
acted” until safeguards were incor- 
porated to protect the board from 
“political and banking influences.” 

The proposed legislation would 
place control over credit and cur- 
rency in the board. 

Miller, a witness before the Sen- 
ate Banking Sub-committee, also 
expressed an implied criticism of 
the action of the United States in 
going off the gold standard. 

“I think the greatest blunder a 
country can make,” he said, “is to 
go off the gold standard volun- 
tarily. We should have allowed the 
country to be pushed off the gold 
standard. It leaves a better spirit. 
We would have been pushed off 
anyway and need not 
alarm even

Two Revoke Franchise of 
Private Company and 
Others Consider Supply- 
ing Own Power. 


Public indignation over inconven- 
fences imposed by the strike of Inli- 
nois Light & Power Co. electrical 
workers in Central and Southern 
Illinois has stirred city officials in- 
to action toward obtaining munici- 
pal power plants, and city attorneys 
are delving into law books for 
grounds to revoke the company’s 
franchises. 

Wood River, with a population of 
$136, and Edwardsville, with 6235, 
already have revoked franchises of 
the utility. In East Alton, the City 
Counselor has told the village trus- 
tees he thinks that the franchise, 
granted in 1912, was never author 
ized by referendum as provided in 
a statute of 1911. Further legal in- 
quiry is being made to determine 
whether East Alton has grounds to 
revoke. 

Wood River Revocation. 

The Wood River revocation was 
based on terms of the franchise 
covering cases of interruption of 
service which city officials thought 
applicable to the present situation. 
It provides that the company be 
subject to prosecution if service is 
not restored within 20 days after 
nutification. If service is not re- 
stored then, the franchise may be 
revoked after another 20-day period. 
Wood River has been totally with- 
out power for more than two weeks 
and during the previous month 
power had been provided irregu- 
larly in some sections.

ADMITS KILLING 
OF 31 YEARS AO 


Elmer Huff, 50, Surrenders 
at Farmington, Mo., Tells 

| Authorities He Cannot 
Sleep. 


By the Associated Press. 
FARMINGTON, Mo., May 24, — 
Elmer Huff, 50-year-old farmer, is 
in jail here on a first degree mur- 
der charge following a voluntary 
confession, according to author- 
ities, to the killing of Henry Mayes, 


farm youth shot from ambush 31 
years ago today. Huff and his fa- 
ther, Andrew Huff, were charged 
with the crime shortly after it was 
committed, but the case was dis- 
missed because of lack of evidence. 

“Huff came to me last Tuesday,” 
Prosecuting Attorney Thomas A. 
Matthews said, “and Sheriff Roy 
Presnell and I listened to his story, 
the strangest I’ve ever heard.” 

Matthews said Huff. related he 
had been so disturbed over the klil- 
ing that he could not sleep. 

Trouble between the Huffs and 
Mayes arose over a crop dispute, 
according to Matthews’ account of 
Elmer Huff’s story. The families 
had formerly been close friends. 

Huff's father and Mayes, then 
22 years old, became violently an- 
gry during the argument § and 
Huff, then 18, sided with his father. 
Two days before the killing Elmer 
Huff saw Mayes ride by on his 
way to town. The prosecutor quot- 
ed Huff as saying he hid in a thick- 
et and, armed with.a shotgun, shot 
Mayes as he rode homeward on 
May 24, 1904. 

Huff and his father were arrest- 
ed shortly after the shooting, 
bound over for trial on murder 
charges and informations were filed 
against them in Circuit Court. The 
case was dismissed after a num- 
ber of delays, due to lack of evi- 
dence, and went unsolved.

A proposed ordinance calling @ 


special election for Sept. 10 on a 
$7,500,000 bond issue for acquiring 
the site of the proposed riverfront 
memorial to Thomas Jefferson, the 
Louisiana Purchase and the devel- 
opment of the West, was introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen today. 

The bill was approved earlier in 
the day by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. No statement 
has been made by city officials as 
to the source of revenue for meet- 
ing interest and principal charges 
on the bonds. The proposed site 
is between Eads and Municipal 
bridges and between Third street 
and the river. 

Federal authorities have taken 
under consideration the city’s re- 
quest for $22,500,000, which might 
be taken from public works funds, 
for construction of the memorial, 
Mayor Dickmann has advocated 
the memorial scheme and the bond 
issue. There has been no indica-) 
tion that Aldermen and other Dem- 
ocratic leaders who have not been 
friendly to the Mayor would oppose 
the bonds, 

With the bill was filed a petition 
signed by more than 1000 taxpay- 
ers, as required by a recent State 
statute enabling the city to issue 
bonds for the memorial. The peti- 
tion called for the bond election. 
Alderman Collins presented the bill 
and the petition. 

The proposed new city liquor 
control bill, made public last Mon- 
day, was introduced by Collins.

GOVERNMENT REPORTS 
INGREASE IN JOBS 


Payroll Total Drops, However, 
Due to Slump in Coal 
Business. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins reported to- 
day that industrial employment in- 
creased by more than 120,000 work- 
ers in April over March. This was 
the fifth consecutive monthly in- 
crease, 

Payrolls fell off by about $300,- 
000, owing largely to the slump in 
the bituminous coal industry, she 
said, and had it not been for this, 
payrolls would have gone up more 
than $2,000,000. 

A*gain of about 1.5 per cent in 
durable goods employment brought 
the number of employed in those 
industries to the highest point 
since April, 1931. Durable goods 
payrolls increased 2.1 per cent. 

Retail merchants gave work to 
mearly 50,000 additional employes in 
April. This expansion was large- 
ly due to spring and Easter trade. 
Building construction employment 
increased 11 per cent with payrolls 
up 12.1 per cent. Employes on 
projects financed by PWA were 
not included. 

The payroll index in the durable 
goods group was reported at 61.8. 


“The April index of employment 
in the durable goods group,” Miss | 
Perkins said, “indicates that for | 
every thousand workers employed | 
fm the base period (1923-1925), 716 
were employed in April, 1935.” | 

The lumber. products” group | 
showed an increase of employment 
of 2.2 per cent, which the depart- 
ment said indicated re-employment | 
of about 10,000 workers and the | 
machinery group 1.2 per cent ora. 
gain of 8800 workers. 

“In the iron and steel products | 
groups,” said Miss Perkins, “the | 
fieclines in employment in four of | 
the 13 industries surveyed offset | 
to some extent the gains in the re. 
maining nine industries (used as a | 
base for the department’ss esti- | 
mates.)”

482,138 workers were employed in 
22 cities and industrial areas. | 

The Chicago metropolitan area, | 
with 3205 business enterprises re- 
porting, showed a gain of 1.8 per | 
cent jin emplovment and one-half 
of 1 per cnt in wages paid.

MISSOURI DRUGGISTS 
MAKE PLEA FOR NRA 


Oppose Clark 9-Month Resolu- 
tion and Ask for 2-Year 
Extension.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The 
House committee that is drafting 
the NRA extension bill last night 
heard the plea of John C. Emerson, 
president of the Missouri Pharma- 


ceutical Association, who said that,

if the recovery act is not extended 
for two years, hundreds of inde- 
pendent druggists in Missouri will 
be driven out of business. Emerson 
Senator 
Clark, author of the resolution to 
allow the NRA only nine and a 


‘half months more of life, did not

represent the 6000 Missouri drug~ 


‘gists. 


“Tt is true, the past two years 


have brought up many weaknesses 


‘in our existing law,” Emerson said, 


“and the resolution introduced by 
Senator Clark has allowed these 
‘weaknesses in the present law to 
become greater than the law itself. 
‘Instead of providing a means of 
strengthening our already weak- 
ened NRA, Senator Clark would 
make it possible to discard the 
NRA in its entirety with one stroke 
—wiping out the benefits which the 
small man has derived and handing 
our business over to the unfair 10 
per cent whose activities President 
Roosevelt told us two years ago 
would certainly be curtailed by 
NRA.” 
Intrastate Problem. 


Emerson’s statement was pre 
sented by Victor J. Michaels of the 
Druggists Institute of New York. 
For several days Emerson, who 
runs a drug store in Joplin, had 
waited to testify in person but was 
compelled to return home yester- 
day. 

Chairman Doughton's Ways and 
Means Committee heard a _ long 
series of small business men, drug- 
gists, booksellers, lumber dealers, 
tobacconists and others. They all 
urged that NRA be continued for 
two years, many testifying they 
would be wiped out without it, 


|This was particularly true of book- 
sellers, who declared that depart- 
‘ment § store competition would ruin 
ithem if the protection of the NRA 


‘code was removed. 


’| “By eliminating intrastate busi- 


‘ness from the codes,” Emerson 


‘said, referring to the Clark resolue 
ition freeing from the codes all ore 
| ganizations which are wholly intra- 
| State, “we are leaving our business 
lopen to the attacks of the preda- 
| tory price-cutter. These predatory 
|price-cutters incorporate within ev- 
ery state wherein they operate, 
making their business intrastate.” 


Loopholes and Chiselers. 

“It has taken us almost two 
years to arrive at the point where 
|we are todav,” Emerson continued, 
“We now know the loopholes which 
have to be plugged and this cannot 
be done within the space of time 
allotted by Senator Clark’s resolu- 
tion. It will take at least two 
years more, and we druggists of 
ithe State of Missouri earnestly 
'plead with the Ways and Means 
Committee to do all in their power 
to have the code extended for «@ 
period of two years, to strengthen 
the enforcement of it through judi- 
cial approval of methods and to 
prevent the entire breakdown of 
labor and fair trade provisions by 
chiselers who are already at work 
undermining the standards of fair 
competition.” 

The Ways and Means Committee 
is holding night sessions in order 
'to conclude hearings on the NRA 
as quickly as possible. Democratic 
members of the committee have 
shown a most sympathetic attitude 
to NRA supporters, often prompt- 
‘ing them in order that they may 
present their testimony in a more 
favorable light. Administration 
leaders in the House insist that the 
NRA will be extended for two 
years despite the action of the Sene 
ate in ap proving the Clark resolu- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Cash 
bonus forces, somewhat discour- 


of the Senate vote sustaining Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s veto of the 
man bill, were divided today on 
their next step. 

The decisive defeat of the infla- 
tionary Patman bill yesterday even 
by a minority vote, took the wind 
out of the bonus movement, tem- 
porarily at least. Several new pro- 
posals were advanced immediately, 
and confident predictions were is- 
sued by the veterans’ chieftains, 
but there was a noticeable droop in 
enthusiasm among legislators over 
the prospects for enacting a bonus 
bill at this session of Congress. 

Several Senators, both for and 
against the bonus, took the view 
that the Senate vote sustaining the 
President killed prospects for full 
cash payment this session. The 54 
to 40 vote in favor of the Patman 
new currency bill fell nine votes 
short of the two-thirds necessary to 
over-ride a veto. Several Senators 
predicted there would be no bonus 
legislation this session unless’ the 
veterans’ forces were willing to ac- 
cept something like the Harrison 
compromise.

First Raspberries Are Newest 
Arrivals in Local Markets 
With Watermelon Second. 


The first raspberries are in the 
market, rather high in price and in 
the luxury class of food items but 
here, nevertheless. This means that 
spring has really decided to stay 


and that home-grown berries and 
vegetables will soon be here plen- 
teously. 

Watermelon, too, has put in ap- 
‘pearance, sold by the pound, and 
may be had already iced. Cante- 
loupe and honeydew melons con- 
tinue to carry on. 

Local Vegetables Here. 

Local vegetables are beginning to 
arrive in the market with home- 
grown rhubarb and field lettuce 
leading the van. Field lettuce is 
at its best now, tender, without a 
trace of bitterness. Served chiffon- 
ade style, which means cut across 
the leaf in rather narrow pieces 
and marinated with French dress- 
ing, it is delicious as well as health- 
ful. 

Field lettuce is not the only salad 
green on the market. Romaine, the 
long-leafed lettuce, is here, just a 
little ahead of the season. 

Home-grown kohlirabi may be 
had in many markets. The tender 
green tops may be cooked as an- 
other green either alone or with 
the sliced creamed tubers. It makes 
a nice spring-like dish, however 
you may serve it.

DEPENDS ON WEATHER 


Warm Day May Suggest Cool- 
ing Things but Real Fun 
Lies in Picnic Foods. 


Picnic season opens Officially on 
the 30th of May, but the picnic 
luncheon will depend largely on the 
weather for its characteristics. A 
warm day with the temperature ap- 
proaching midsummer heat may 
make you yearn for cooling things 
that can be stowed in the basket, 
but a picnic without a fire over 
which to cook at least a few things 
is really not a picnic. 

Whether you build your own fire 
out in the primitive wilderness or 
whether you picnic more genteely 
about the park fireplaces has no in- 
fluence on the menu whatsoever. 
You need more than bread and 
meat and potato chips or potato 
salad for the picnic dinner, 

Meat Course Important, 

First of all, there is meat to con- 
sider. Ground meat cakes may be 
broiled over a picnic fire. Bacon 
may be grilled on a forked stick or 
bits of’ steak and bacon roasted a 
savory brown over the coals of a 
wood fire. The ever popular wiener, 
too, may be roasted on a stick or 
friend in a pan before it finds its 
way into the roll.

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WORLD WHEAT PACT 
EXTENDED ONE YEAR 


Continued Merely as Point of 
Contest for Governments 
If Conditions Deteriorate. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 24.—Collapse of 
international efforts to raise and 
stabilize world wheat prices was 
averted yesterday when the life 
of the world wheat pact, due to 
expire Aug. 1, was extended one 
year. 

All the penalties were removed 
from the agreement, however, and 
the Itnernational Wheat Advisory 
Commission continues in existence 
merely to provide “point of contact 
for the governments if world con- 
ditions deteriorate.” 


Decision to extend the pact was 


reached informally at a session of 


the International Wheat Advisory 
It will be put in writing today. 

While the only information given 
out officially after the _ secret 
session was that “discussions will 
continue” it was learned that the 
conferees decided the wheat agree- 
ment would become inoperative 
during these last two months of its 
original period. 

Only on those conditions, it was 
said, would Argentina, which 
already has exceeded its export 
quota for 1934-35, agree to exten- 
sion of the pact. 

Argentina formally repudiated the 
wheat pact last November, although 
other delegates refused to accept 
its argument that the pact was 
unfair and insisted it still was 
bound by the “initial quota” 
adopted for the current year of 
148,000,000 bushels. This Argentina 
exceeded several weeks ago.

SHANGHAI, May 24.—F. J. Ra- 
ven, controlling stockholder of the 
American —Oriental Banking Cor- 
poration and _ three other firms 
which closed their doors yesterday, 
attributed his financial misfortunes 
today to the United States silver 
purchase program, 

The three other enterprises which 
suspended operations were the 
American Oriental Finance Cor- 
poration, the Raven Trust Co. and 
the Asia Realty Co. Raven, a for- 
mer resident of San Jose, Cal., and 
Honolulu, said they represented as- 
sets of approximately 60,000,000 
Chinese dollars (approximately $24,- 
000,000). He asserted that credit- 
ors of the corporation would be 
fully paid although financial cir- 
cles expressed the opinion stock- 
holders were likely to suffer losses. 

“American silver buying drained 
China of her silver, which froze 
credits here and which in turn is 
paralyzing local business,” Raven 
said.

CAMPAIGNER DIES 


James La Plant a Canadian Voyag- 


eur With Expedition in 1884, 
By the Associated Press. 

OSCODA, Mich., May 24.—James 
La Plant, who believed he was the 
last of the Canadian voyageurs who 
went to the relief of Gen. Charles 
Gordon in the siege of Khartum 
in 1884, is dead. He was 80 years 
old. 

La Plant, then living in Canada, 
volunteered when Viscount Garnet 
Joseph Wolseley, British field mar- 
shal, organized a force to rescue 
Gen. Gordon’s dwindling army, be- 
sieged by revolting Mahdists in 
Khartum, in the British-Egyptian 
Sudan. The assistance of the 
Canadian voyageurs was sought 
particularly because of their skill 
in navigating the type of boats 
that would be used on the River 
Nile. Khartum fell just before the 
relief expedition arrived and the 
entire British garrison, including 
Gen. Gordon, was killed.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
UNDREDS of men are employed by 
the St. Louis industry with which I 
am connected. When jury lists are being 
made up, our plant is thrown open to the 
deputies. Aid is given to see that all 
properly qualified men are listed as pro- 
spective jurors. When called for jury 
duty, the men are excused from work 
and encouraged to serve. We believe in 
jt as a patriotic duty and a public neces- 
sity. 
Our officers and senior executives are 
encouraged to serve, too, but if a damage 
suit is to be heard (liability insurance 
rates started this argument), these men 
and others of similar caliber are the 
first to be “scratched” and all that has 
been accomplished is four or five days 
spent polishing courtroom benches. 
What does it profit a man or the com- 
munity, for a busy executive, now being 
‘accused of avoiding jury service, to quali- 
fy year after year, only to be challenged 
and excused from serving in all cases 
where experience and some degree of 
intelligence might be helpful? 
' After my last experience as juror in a 
damage suit several years ago, the at- 
torney for the plaintiff, of unsavory repu- 
tation, hunted me up, to tell me of the 
mistake he realized he had made in per- 
mitting me to serve. He said courtroom 
attaches had kidded him during the day 
for his oversight. They suid I would be 
sure to hang the jury. In the jury rocm, 
the vote stood 7 to 5 before an aigument 
was presented, and so it stood on every 
ballot until we were discharged, and yet 
the attorney took me to task In the cor- 
ridor of the courthouse and used lan- 
guage from which a listener would think 
I was the culprit, guilty of some heinous 
offense. 
I still go through the motions year after 
year of qualifying for jury service, but 
feel all the while that it is wasted en- 
ergy.

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PUBLIC WORK AND WAGES. 
In establishing wage scales for public works, the 
President has adhered to the principle that public 
works are for the unemployed and should not attract 
people from private employment. 
Opponents of the wage scales just announced by 
the President are not, in our judgment, entirely 
reasonable. Objection can be made to inconsistencies 
between the wage scales of one state and those of 
another state. ‘Missouri’s rating as inferior indus- 
trially to Illinols 1s a case in point. 
But In the miain, the wage scales conform to the 
objective of the great public works. appropriation. It 
was made to provide work for unemployed people, 
as well as to stimulate business. If the President 
had done what organized labor wanted him to do, 
the public works project could not be protected from 
invasion on the part of people coming out of private 
industry.

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TO A DISCOURAGED CITIZEN. 
We print today an interesting letter from a citizen 
who, both as an employer and as an individual, 
takes seriously his duties regarding jury service, 
but who feels that his responses to jury summonses 
are a waste of timé&. His experience is far from 
unicue, Tany men well qualified to sit on juries 
ofier. themselves for service, only to be challenged 
by lawyers who ere evidently determined to keep 
the intelligence quotient of juries as close as possible 
to zero. 
What is the answer? Should such citizens as our 
correspondent continue to go through what they 
regard as a futile performance, or should they seek 
to be excused when summoned? It is up to the 
Judges and to the Jury Commissioner to supply the 
answer. The Judges and the Jury Commissioner 
have the ‘power to raise. the general level of pro- 
spective jurors. The Judges can quit granting ex- 
cuses on flimsy grounds. The Jury Commissioner 
can exercise the wide discretion permitted him by 
law in selecting candidates for juries. 
If the Judges and the Jury Commissioner do their 
duty, good citizens like our correspondent will find 
that,.when summoned for jury service, it will not 
be in vain. In civil cases, six peremptory challenges 
are permitted; in criminal cases, 18. Under present 
conditions, these are usually sufficient to bar from 
jury service the intelligent type of man considered 
“objectionable” by a certain class of lawyers. But 
if the jury lists are discriminatingly made up, these 
challenges will not be sufficient to bar such men. 
The result will inevitably be a salutary change in 
verdicts, both in civil and criminal cases. 
We urge our correspondent to continue to “go 
through the motions,” believing that the movement 
that has recently been instituted to make St. Louis 


juries truly representative of the community will 
bear fruit.

THE DOG RACING BILL. 

Eddie O’Hare’s racing measure, known Officially 
as the Hess bill, is before Gov. Park for his signa- 
ture or veto. Eddie O’Hare is a dog track promoter, 
and it is only natural that the bill he lobbied through 
the Legislature is designed to enrich him and other 
promoters at the expense of the public. Under its 
terms, of every dollar wagered, the promoters get 
131% cents and the State 3 cents; the State also gets 
20 cents on each admission; the promoters them- 
selves pay not a cent in taxes; salaries and expenses 
of the Racing Commission set up under the bill are 
to be paid out of the State’s general revenue; the 
bonds required of the commissioners are woefully 
inadequate; inspectors at the track are to be paid 
by the promoters, which is as though a litigant in 
court were to pay the salary of the Judge who tries 
his case, . 
Under the bill, any number of dog tracks can be 
opened up, either within the corporate limits of St. 
Louis or within 20 miles of the city. Two tracks 
in St. Louis County already exist, and plans are 
being made to build no less than three tracks in St. 
Louis proper. If the bill is signed by the Governor, 
dog tracks are likely to be almost as numerous as 
peewee golf courses once were. The plan is to trim 
the suckers, and trim them quickly,.for, of course, 
public reaction is bound to make itself felt against a 
setup like this. If dog racing lasts for two years, 
until the next session of the Legislature, however, 
the promoters will leave St. Louis with immense 
profits. 
Gov. Park said some time ago he would like to 
sign a racing bill, but he hardly could have had 
so vicious a piece of legislation as Eddie O’Hare’s 
bill in mind. The bill passed both the House and 
Senate by bare majorities. How it passed the House 
is a still unsolved mystery. When it got to the Sen- 
ate, all efforts to send the bill back to the House 
were defeated by its proponents because it was vir- 
tually certain the House would reverse itself. Qhis 
policy was pursued even though 
gross errors in phrasing. All efforts in the Senate 
to amend it were steam-rollered into defeat. 
Mayor Dickmann opposes the Dill. So do the 
Mayors of St. Louis County. They are joined by 
numerous civic, business, farm and religious groups. 
Also opposed to the bill are all friends of honest 
racing, decently conducted in the public interest. 
If Gov. Park signs it, he will place upon his record 
an ineradicable blot. 
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LEGISLATION BY RIDER. 
The defeat of the Patman bonus Dill, through the 
action of the Senate in sustaining the President’s 
veto, was followed by an effort on the part of cash 
bonus advocates, led by Senator Clark of Missouri, to 
attach a similar proposal as a rider to the pending 
naval appropriation bill. 
No legislative measure of any consequence ought to 
be entangled with another of different character: 
that would seem to be axiomatic in a representative 
government. Under our procedure, however, a Dill 
can be sent to the executive with a rider in no way 
germane to the main subject of the bill, and he can 
only kill the rider by killing the whole measure. 
It is peculiarly true of the bonus proposal that it 
should stand or fall on its merits. It bears no re- 
lationship to any other pending measure. The effort 
to get it before the President by attaching it to 
another bill, whether that effort is sincerely made 
or is intended merely to embarrass the executive, 
is a piece of indefensible sharp practice.

OPENING OF THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 

Presidential races in the United States open now- 
adays with a poll of some sort, and Roger Babson 
is first in the field. A poll of his statistical or- 
ganization favors the re-election of President Roose- 
velt by at least 363 out of 531 votes in the electoral 
college, 
Another Interesting feature of the Babson pol! fs 
that the President appears to be more popular than 
the New Deal, which is not wearing as well as it did. 
His personal popularity continues strong among the 
people, despite the unpopularity of some of his ex- 
periments. 
As to business, 53.7 per cent of those participat- 
ing in the Babson poll feel that recovery is proceed- 
ing in a reassuring manner, while 46.3 per cent 
either do not see any improvement or feel that re- 
covery is artificial. Has business recovery been be- 
cause of or in spite of the President’s program? This 
question was answered by 52.2 per cent in agreement 
that improvement is “because of” and 47.8 per cent 
asserting that it is “in spite of.” 
An effort has been made in Congress to prohibit 
pre-election polls, but no attention has been paid to 
it. The nation apparently enjoys them. It has 
learned that the Literary Digest polls are almost 
uncanny in their accuracy, 
According to the Babson poll, the people are not 
yet greatly worried about inflation, nor do they 
think a third party will be a factor in the elections 
of 1936. In a word, the tide which carried the Dem- 
ocrats into power is still running. Will it continue 
to run until November of next year? Only the polls 
can tell. 


Huey Long has a new share-the-wealth plan. In- 
stead of the simple division first proposed, he will 
now solve the problem by occult trickonometry. 
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SAME OLD STORY. 

Now it is the State Planning Board bill which has 
felt the partisan political ax at Jefferson City.

T campaign, though actually 16 months 
away, hangs over this session of Con- 
gress and saturates the atmosphere of 
the Capitol is little short of ridiculous. 
Aside from the normal reasons for this state 
of affairs, there is the additional one that 
there are in the Senate tocey three iuadi- 
viduals believed to cherish 1936 presidential 
aspirations in one form or 2nother. 

While no sane political bookmaker would 
at this moment regard any one of them as 
anything save the longest kind of shot, al- 
most any competent judge would concede 
the possibility of each of them proving a 
real factor in the next fight. The result 
is that the Senate sessions from now on 
will reek with presidential politics. Hard- 
ly -a move will be made that is _ not 
influenced by the 1936 situation. 

The three Senators to whom I refer are 
Huey Long of Louisiana, Arthur Vanden- 
berg of Michigan and Robert M. La Follette 
of Wisconsin, Of the three, Senator Long 
is the most interesting and the most im- 
portant politically, because it seems clear 
that in the third-party movement lies what- 
ever uncertainty there may be as to Mr. 
Roosevelt's re-election. To a very large 
extent, this movement centers around Huey. 
So far as Senator La Follette is concerned, 
the best-posted belief is that he will confine 
his Progressive party to Wisconsin, and it 
is possible the La Follettes may put Mr. 
Roosevelt at the head of their ticket. Oth- 
erwise, either Phil or Bob will carry the 
banner, but unless they change their plans, 
it will be a State campaign, not a national 
one. 

Father Coughlin is not, and by reason of 
his Canadian birth cannot be, a presidential 
candidate. Hence we come to Huey. The 
administration’s political strategists are not 
at all sure Huey will run, but they are 
quite sure if any running is done, Huey 
will do it. The question in the minds of the 
observers here is whether in that event it 
would be possible for him to divert a suffi- 
cient number of votes from Mr. Roosevelt to 
give a Republican a chance. The argu- 
ments on this score approach absurdity. 
There are far too many “ifs” to make specu- 
lation more than silly. 


Unquestionably there is a large liberal— 
or radical, if you want to call it that—vote 
that no longer trusts the President and is 
convinced there is no real hope in follow- 
ing him. On the other hand, only the ut- 
terly impractical believe there is the remot- 
est chance of electing a third-party candi- 
date, and most of them would prefer Mr. 
Roosevelt to either a reactionary Repub 
lican or an imitation New Dealer. That 
is the weakness of the third-party position 
and the big handicap of a third-party candi- 
daie. 

Another weakness, so far as Huey !s con- 
cerned, is a lack of faith in his sincerity 
and a distaste for his type. A further weak- 
ness is the difficulty in getting the other 
radical leaders to support him. I am quite 
convinced that the La Follettes will not do 
so. The indications are that Father Cough- 
lin is getting himself into position to sup- 
port Mr. Roosevelt, but expects, through

Justice, to force Mr. Roosevelt in his direc- 
tion. Gov. Olson of Minnesota is a shrewd 
fellow, but his friends say that he is not 
likely to tie up with Huey Long in a prof- 
itless campaign. 

All this may be true, but it will not do 
to discount Iluey’s strengih. I do not teke 
any stock in the idea that he will induce 
senator Burton K. Wheeler, or anyone else, 
to heed his ticket. I consider his rectures 
toward Borah and Norris and Nye mere 
stage play. In the first place, Huey could 
not deliver his popular following to anyone 
else, and in the second place, he does not 
want to. No one who has checked up on 
his mail will minimize his following or 
doubt that, under certain favorable condi- 
tions, he could have a very great nuisance 
value in the campaign, 


On the other hand, President Roosevelt 
will enter the campaign with three great 
political assets—assets great enough to 
make him, so his friends argue, unbeat- 
able. First, there will still remain in his 
hands next year a large part of the $4,880,- 
000,000 work relief fund. The political effect 
of the mere possession of this sum is hard 
to exaggerate. 

Second, more than one-sixth of the nation 
will be either on the Federal payroll as 
employes or receiving Federal checks for 
public work, veterans’ compensation, relief 
or crop bonuses, It is not true, of course, 
that all will automatically support the ad- 
ministration, but a very great number will. 
Those directly on the payroll certainly will. 

A third asset is the weakness of the al- 
ternative offered by the Republicans. It is 
not at all likely to be an attractive one, I 
mentioned Senator Vandenberg because a 
great many think he is now in the best po 
sition of any Republican aspirant. One of 
the few Republican Senators ré-elected last 
fall, he is not allied with either wing of the 
party, but has kept a middleof-the-road 
path between the Old Guard East and the 
Progressive West. Geographically, his State, 
Michigan, is right, and its 19 electoral votes 
entitle it to real political consideration. 
Quite a number of well-posted men regard 
Mr. Vandenberg as the party’s best bet to- 
day, but I think it is a sufficient description 
of him to say that I know of no one who 
is enthusiastic about him. 

The same thing can be said with perfect 
truth of the other Republicans regarded as 
more or less in the field. Col. Frank Knox, 
militant anti-New Deal publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News, has some sterling qual- 
ities and a progressive slant, but he is not 
widely known, Perhaps that is an advan- 
tage, but the politicians do not consider it. 
Neither Gov. Landon of Kansas nor Hoff- 
man of New Jersey, it seems to me, is to be 
taken seriously. They are mentioned by 
correspondents at a loss to make their dis- 
patches seem meaty, and they have some 
friends. But when you get the friends off 
in a corner, you discover that what they 
really feel is that Gov. Landon or Gov. 
Hoffman would make a swell vice-presiden- 
tial candidate. 

Gov. Winant of New Hampshire is a 
stronger man politically and personally than 
either. Also, he has had White House vi- 
sions for quite some time, but New Hamp-

Nobody shirks the obligation of 
sharing with victims of this depres- 
sion. But the FERA is a trustee 
of that brave willingness. If these 
things are true, its policies are de- 
moralizing the pride and_ will of 
both those who help and those who 
are helped. There is no great class 
in this country who would rather 
panhandle than work, but these 
practices are forcing such a class. 

Harry Hopkins ought to dig into 
this and crack down on somebody 
before it becomes a public scandal,

PROPOSAL 10 RESTORE 
CUOLIDGE HOMESTEAD 


Widow of Ex-President Writes 
in Magazine of Memorial 
Plan.

NEW YORK, May 24.—Mrs. Cal- 
vin Coolidge, in a magazine article, 
describes a plan to restore and pre- 
serve the old Coolidge homestead 


in Plymouth, Vt., where Calvin 
Coolidge took the presidential oath 
by the light of a Kerosene lamp. 

Writing in the June “Good House- 
keeping,” she says a committee 
headed by former Attorney-General 
John G. Sargent is at work on the 
project. 

“There could be no more fitting 
memorial to our thirtieth Presi- 
dent, nor one which would be more 
in keeping with his natural taste,” 
she writes. “Undoubtedly he gave 
same consideration to the matter 
himself and for that reason made 
extensive repairs to the buildings 
on the home place and the farm. 
In building the six-room addition 
to his father’s house he was par- 
ticular that no change should be 
made in the original structure. The 
new portion could be removed with- 
out difficulty in restoring that end 
of the house.” 


The former President’s only 
monument is a simple _ five-foot 
granite stone in the Plymouth 


cemetery, like that of his son, Cal- 
vin Jr. 

Plymouth Notch, however, is so 
identified with the Coolidge family 
that it is attracting tourists in in- 
creasing numbers. The home of his 
stepmother, Carrie Brown, is now 
a tearoom, with a gift shop in the 
room where John Coolidge and 
Carrie Brown were matrried in Sep- 
tember, 1891. 

Referring to the increasing tour- 
ist traffic, Mrs. Coolidge says that 
“some conditions prevail which are 
far from ideal, but there is nobody 
with authority to change them.” 

“Visitors have the privilege of 
entering the house where Calvin 
Coolidge was born,” she writes, “but 
this house has been changed so 
that it is difficult to get an im- 
pression of the tiny downstairs bed-

MISSOURI HOUSE 
TAKES UP SALES 
TAX BILL AGAIN 


Final Approval in Prospect 
After Motion Bar s 
Amendments to Senate’s 


One Per Cent Proposal.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 24.— 
The House today took up the 1 per 
cent sales tax bill as sent from the 
Senate with the prospect of final 
approval of the bill by tonight. 


The entire morning was taken in 
clearing up a parliamentary tangle 
and at the noon recess the House 
was ready to begin debate on the 
merits of the amendments’ sub- 
mitted by the Senate, which wrote 
a bill: entirely different from the 
2 per cent bill passed in the House 
two months ago. 

While it appeared that the par- 
liamentary difficulties had been dis- 
posed of yesterday afternoon when 
Speaker Christy ruled, on an in- 
quiry from Representative Whitaker 
of Hickory County, that the Senate 
amendments were not subject to 
amendment in the House. Whitaker 
renewed his point this morning by 
offering an amendment, 

After debate the question was 
submitted on a motion by Repre- 
senative Talbert of Cape Girardeau 
that it was the sense of the House 
that no amendments be permitted. 
This was adopted, 85 to 42. 

The vote tended toward an indi- 
cation that the bill would receive 
more than the 76 votes required 
for passage, but this was not cer- 

tain as some representatives who 
supported the Talbert motion are 
known to be opposed to concurrence 
in the Senate action, 

If the House accepts the Senate 
amendment. and repasses the bill 
the sales tax fight will be ended. 
If it rejects the amendment the bill 
will go to a conference committee, 
which will attempt to iron out the 
differences and produce a measure 
which will be acceptable to both 
Houses,

obtained no final decision on the 
merits of the rates, after five years 
of litigation, the costs of which they 
would pay. 

An aahied petition filed in Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday morning by 
the companies, in their original suit 
for review of the department order 
of 1930 denying the increase, cov- 
ered the comproriise in part but 
did not disclose the proposed dis- 
tribution of the 80 per cent of the 
impounded premiums the compa- 
nies were to receive. 

However, the Attorneys said the
